Eor our April meeting, we had a new member, Henry Romanburg, speak. He 
moved from Argentina to Ontario and collected many reports while living there. 
Henry saw a UFO when he was 12 years old. He believes there is a UFO base in 
Argentina. He discussed cases with UFO photos and cases involving teleportation, 
-man saw 10 ? beings that came out of a craft, witness shot at craft and beings. 
-Henry found sightings to be in a straight line, running from city to city 
-showed us newsclippings from Argentina 

-Argentina navy documented UFO sightings and took UFO pictures, there was no clamp 
down on navy reports 

-another witness saw 10 f tall beings looking through garbage, they were carrying a 
red light, they lifted the light and without any effort, flew over the fence. 

-in Brazil man saw craft and 3 beings and shot at them. When craft left the 
witness flesh started to disintegrate and fall off. He was reduced to bones and 
expired. 

Henry provided us with a very interesting talk. He showed us many UFO photos 
taken in Argentina.

VANCOUVER (CP) - The sound 
comes from deep within each of the 
assembled 17 people, low and 
strangely harmonic. 

Ow-ummmmmmmmmmm. 

Ow-ummmmmmmmmmm. 

The tone rises and falls as voices 
hold the note, fall away for a breath 
and join in anew. 

Marie-Louise Bussieres — guide 
and meditation leader of the local 
Raelian movement — calls a stop. 

Silence. 

"Feel the vibration in the air and 
in your body,” she murmurs in her 
lyrical French accent. 

The aim is to release feel-good 
chemicals in the body ... for 3 p.m. 
is approaching. Time for the trans¬ 
mission of the genetic code to outer 
space — the most important cere¬ 
mony for Raelians, who believe hu¬ 
mans were created by aliens called 
Elohim. 

As Raelians tell it, somewhere in 
interstellar space is a computer 
that serves as a repository of the 
transmitted genetic codes of earthl¬ 
ings and keeper of a balance sheet 
of human lives. 

When people die, the computer 
spits out a report. 

Those who have been good are 
scientifically re-created in a sen¬ 
sual paradise on the home planet of 
the human-like Elohim. 

These beliefs come from a man 
known simply as Rael (pronounced 
Rail), a 45-year-old former auto¬ 
motive writer from France who 
founded an international 
movement that now claims 28,000 
members. 

‘‘Some people believe I am crazy. 
I don’t care,” Rael said from New 
Zealand where he was promoting 
the group. 

‘‘None of them (followers) came 
to me saying ‘I believe.’ They all 
said, ‘I thought that same thing be¬ 
fore reading your book.’” 

Rael’s book, first published in 
English in 1978, is the group’s bible. 
Entitled The Message Given to Me 
by Extra-terrestrials — They Took 
Me to Their Planet, it conveys r 


message of peace, love and frater¬ 
nity. 

If enough people believe in the 
Elohim and show humanity to be 
worthy, the aliens will return — ar¬ 
riving at an elaborate embassy the 
movement hopes to build in Israel. 

The Elohim’s expected arrival 
date: before2020. 

‘‘When you know where you come 
from, it makes you more har¬ 
monious because you know where 
you’re going,” says Bussieres, 49, a 
Vancouver French teacher. 

‘‘My life is dedicated to it. I’m so 
convinced I bring something good 
to humanity ... it brings me so 
much joy, so much peace.” 

On reading one of the group’s 
glossy brochures, philosophy pro¬ 
fessor Paul Russell of the Univer¬ 
sity of British Columbia calls the 
movement wacky. But interesting. 

‘‘It’s got this attractive blend/’ 
he says. ‘‘There’s Christian credo, 
pseudo-philosophical content and 
science fiction. It’s clever in that 
it’s an attempt to demystify the 
Christian myth and give it a scien¬ 
tific twist.” 

But he suggests it’s ‘‘too put to¬ 
gether to be real.”' 

One of the largest UFO research 
groups in the United States wants 
nothing to do with Rael’s 
movement. 

“Let him document his own 
claim,” challenges "Walter Andrus, 
international directed of the Mutual 
UFO Network, a } 4,000-member 
Texas-based organization which 
claims to “deal in UFOs from the 
scientific viewpoint.” 

“Only the message itself is 
proof,” responds Rael, who is said 
to be in telepathic" communication 
with the aliens. 

“A human being couldn’t create 
it, write the Genesis of the Bible or 
create life in a laboratory,” he 
says.

Eduardo Fernandez de Deugd, 

32, a mechanic of Bahia Blanca, 1 
was driving his old car back home, :: 
on August 28, 1972, at 3:15 a.m. 

He said he stopped the car to repair 4 : the antenna of the radio 
when a man—who hitchhiked using lettered signs—came into 
view. So, Deugd let the man into the car. The mechanic made 
small talk but the passenger answered with incomprehensible 
sounds. Deugd believed the hitchhiker was a man of 
few words, so resolved to continue driving 
without talking. After about 25 kilometers of 
further travel, the strange man apparently 
put his left hand into his pocket and the car 
lost power while its lights went out. Deugd 
sighted a bus-shaped luminous object, 
equipped with portholes, near the road. It 
seemed to land in a field. He got out the car, 
but quickly returned to it when he realized 
the “bus” was an unknown flying object. To 
his surprise, he saw the passenger was no 
longer in the car; meanwhile, the door had HI 
been opened and the door s handle wrenched *■»*•*• 
off. Now the motor started without trouble. 

Deugd drove to and fro, but he could not find 
the man. The witness later said the strange

ili^obinson Balmaceda, 68, who 
in Avellaneda City near 
toenos Aires, stated he got in 
tbu'ch with alien entities six years 
I kgo. He said the humanoids al¬ 
ways appeared on March 11. His 
1973 encounter began at 8:00 
p.m. when two long-chinned men 
wearing ordinary clothes came 
into his room. They had white 
skin and seemed to speak with an 
accent. Then, one of them showed him a device. The strange 
men said it could change anything into energy. They activated 
the artifact and reality seemed to “dance” around Balmaceda. 
Finally, the aliens left the house. 5 

These three cases were long discussed be¬ 
cause of their high strangeness quotient. In 
all of them, the encountered entities were 
described as ordinary men except for their 
too-long chins. Deugd’s and Balmaceda’s con¬ 
tacts showed the most bizarre behaviors of 
the supposed alien beings. Balmaceda’s en¬ 
counters may have been similar to Doctor Her¬ 
bert Hopkins’ with Men-in-Black. 6 Similarly, 
Cocci oli’s resemble present-day claims of con¬ 
tacts—mainly in the United States—where hu¬ 
manoids supposedly kidnap people, examine 
them, and implant little tracking devices 
through their nostrils and ears. Unfortunately, 
Coccioli did not undergo analysis, X-rays, or hyp¬ 
nosis.

The Coccioli Case 

On October 4, 1972, Gilberto Gregorio 
Coccioli, 50, a resident of Burzaco, near 
Buenos Aires, awoke when he heard a noise 
in his backyard at 3:30 in the morning. He 
believed his dog was nervous, so went to 
calm it down. Suddenly, dazzled by a beam 
of light, he lost consciousness. When he 
woke up again, he saw that he was in a me¬ 
tallic room where there were some 2-meter- 
tall, very thin, khaki-clad men. They had extraordinarily 
long chins which reached their chests. Coccioli claimed the 
aliens contacted him by telepathy. They took blood sam¬ 
ples from him and then forced him to have sex with two

nos Aires in May 1968, discussed in an article by the late UFO 
investigator Americo Barrios. 7 The other took 
place ten years later, near Bariloche, and was 
long-studied by researchers of the Cuarta Di¬ 
mension Review of Buenos Aires. 8 


CYCLOPEDNS 

Cyclopeans have been known as mythologi¬ 
cal beings since Homer’s Odyssey . Such au¬ 
thors as Empedocles, Athanasius Kircher and 
Boccaccio stated that a skull of an elephant— 
seen from the front—could be taken for a one- 
eyed being. Many others believe Cyclopeans 
are figurative representations of volcanoes.® 
Taking a different tack, researcher Peter Kol- 
osimo said the correct translation of “Cyclops” 
is “round-eyes” not “one-eye” as everybody supposes. 10 
Whether real or not, Cyclopeans are still seen, at least in 
Latin America. I have found 11 supposed cases where the 
witnesses reported Cyclops-like entities. Unfortunately,

ers were involved in the investigation. Neverthe¬ 
less, I will summarize the reports. 

1) March 1960 — Salta, Argentina : A strange 
being appeared in the Yariguarenda forest, 
sowing panic throughout the whole region. 

The Tartagal Mountaineering School Batta¬ 
lion was put on alert for the presence of a 
powerful, cyclopean, 2.4-meter-tall being, but 
what came of it is unknown. 11 Interestingly, I 
have found another clip where an unknown 
correspondent stated that the story was a 
hoax. 1213 However, report number 2 below and 
some tales well-known in the provinces of 
Salta, Tucuman, and Jujuy relate similar 
accounts of a Bigfoot-like being called 
“Ukumar Zupai.” 

2) October 1960 — Salta, Argentina : An odd, tall, cyclopean 
being was seen again in Yariguarenda, not far from Tartagal 
City. The 200 kilogram monster—called Ukumar Zupai by 
the natives—has attacked two women and a child. 14 

3) August 28, 1963 — Sagrada Familia, 

Brazil : Two brothers, Fernando and Ro¬ 
naldo, and another boy, Jose Marcos, 
were in a backyard when a beam of light 
illuminated the area. The boys saw a ball¬ 
shaped transparent object with four cyclo¬ 
pean entities (three males and a female) 
within it. They wore tight overalls, and 
one of them got down and out of the UFO 
floating in the air. He communicated with 
the children by signs and unknown 
sounds, and finally by telepathy. Then he 
rose through a beam of light to the object, 
which went away. 15 

4) February 1965 — Torrent, Argentina: 

Senor Sourriou and some farm laborers 
were returning home after a nocturnal 

hunting party when they sighted five c t . 

small shapes. One of the farm laborers attempted to attack i). 


8) September 29, 1965 — Arequipa, Peru: Two per¬ 
sons almost knocked over a small, cyclopean be¬ 
ing with their car. The 0.8-meter-tall alien's 
body was covered with luminous ribbons. 
Shortly afterwards, a UFO hovered over the 
percipient's car. 21 

9) October 9, 1969 — Laguna Blanca, Argenti - 
na: Senor Lotcket stated that the motor of 
his van stalled while he saw a UFO with 
three 0.8-meter-tall creatures inside it. The 
entities had blond hair and seemed to be Cyclo- 
peans. They were only 10 meters away from 
Lotcket. Some burnt plants were found 
in the area. 22 



10) March 30, 1979 — Cardenas, Mexico: 
Two children coming home from school saw twenty little one- 
eyed men moving quickly. The 0.5-meter-tall beings were en¬ 
veloped in light and floated up into the sky. 23 

11) October 28, 1988 — Pergamino, Argentina: Four young 
men were walking along a road at 12:30 a.m. when they 
sighted five or six little green men. The 
beings each had no hair, only one eye, 
hands with three fingers, and moving 
arms. The entities seemed to walk joined 
together as a block, and were growling. 
Frog-like tracks—thought to be theirs— 
were later found. 24 

Cyclopean beings can be classified into 
two subtypes. There are short Cyclo- 
peans as in cases 6 to 11, and tall ones 
as reported in 1 to 5. The latter beings 
often behave aggressively (2 and 4). 
They may even be as hairy as Bigfoot 
(4). Some beings, despite their height, 
can levitate (3, 4 and 10) or emerge from 
transparent UFOs (2, 4, and 10). They 
communicate with their witnesses by tel¬ 
epathy (3) or by words (6).

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UFO Investigators Photograph 
Unidentified Object Over Beach

On November 5, an uniden¬ 
tified object was seen and 
photographed as it hovered 
over Gulf Breeze. A dozen 
witnesses and several MUFON 
(Mutual UFO Network) in¬ 
vestigators saw the UFO from 
the south end of the Bay 
Bridge. 

• Photographs were taked by 
Patti Weatherford and Anne 
Morrison who used a 440mm 
Jens'and fast action.3200 ; AS A 
"film to capture the image of the 
“crown” shaped object. 

The object seen on this night 
is believed to be the same type 
UFO first reported by Ed 
Walters and scores of other 
witnesses in 1987. The con¬ 
figuration of “portholes” and 
the very bright bottom “pow¬ 
er” light resembles the outline 
of the UFO that Ed Walters 
described in his best selling 
book “The Gulf Breeze 
Sightings.” 

The UFO sightings in Gulf 
Breeze have been occuring at a 
record pace since the first of the 
year, but recently the UFOs 
have displayed a variety of ef¬ 
fects. Before the eyes of scores 
of people who gather nightly at 
the Bay Bridge, spectacular 
} £ij?g§,Q'Jights £ av£ appeared 


from “out of thin air.” These 
rings of light are made up of 
separate points of light that 
often hover making no sound 
and then suddenly vanish in a 
clear sky. Often the witnesses 
can see the structural shape of 
the object as it travels across the 
sky and blocks out the stars as 
it passes.

NASA project 
to seek signals 
from alien life

PASADENA, Calif. — NASA is 
celebrating the 500th anniversary 
of Christopher Columbus' arrival 
in the New World with a $100 
million project to search for extra¬ 
terrestrials. 

The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration will begin 
setting up equipment in the Moja¬ 
ve Desert next week tc carry out 
the search, which will begin on 
Oct. 12, Columbus Day. 

The holiday was picked because 
“it celebrates the spirit of explora¬ 
tion," said Michael Klein, manager 
of the Jet Propulsion Laboratory's 
portion of the Search for Extrater¬ 
restrial Intelligence. 

'“What we are trying to under¬ 
stand is ... are we alone in the 
universe and what is our part in 
this incredible universe?" Klein 
said Thursday. “I strongly believe 
someday we will make contact 
with other civilizations." 

More than 50 searches for alien 
life have been conducted since 
1960, scanning the heavens for 
radio signals generated by an intel¬ 
ligent civilization in the Milky Way 
or other galaxies. 

NASA's $100 million effort will 
be the most extensive ever. It will 
scan the entire sky for a range of 
frequencies, • conducting a highly 
sensitive search for radio signals 
from planets that may exist around 
1,000 sunlike stars within 100 
light years.— 588 trillion miles — 
of Earth. 

“Circumstantial evidence sug¬ 
gests countless Earthlike planets 
exist in our galaxy," Klein said. 

“We hope someday we’ll detect 
the existence of other intelligent 
civilizations from those planets."

Scientists propose plan to save Earth from asteroid crash

MOUNTAIN VIEW, Calif. - The 
chance that the Earth will be struck 
by a mile-wide asteroid in the next 
year are greater than the chance 
that any given person will be struck 
by lightning — about 1 in a million. 
3ut since an asteroid that size could 
destroy half the planet’s population, 
some NASA scientists say it’s a 
statistic worth worrying about. 

"We know that the Earth exists in 
a swarm of comets and asteroids,” 
said David Morrison, chief of the 
Space Science Division at NASA 
Ames Research Center ir. Mountain 
View. "With the amount of sky cov¬ 
erage we have today, it would be 
very unlikely that we'd spot it before 
it hit.” 

About 10.000 asteroids have orbits 
approaching the Earth, and tracking 
them would require at least six 
telescopes with 2- to 3-meter mirrors 
distributed throughout the Northern 
and Southern hemispheres, Morrison 
said. As chairman of a 23-person 
committee of astronomers commis¬ 
sioned by Congress to study the 
potential problem, Morrison will ask 
Congress later this year to support a 
thorough comet and asteroid track¬ 
ing project. 


The six telescopes, "moderate in 
size by today’s standards,” would 
cost $12 million each, Morrison said. 

Using three smaller telescopes in 
the United States and Australia, as¬ 
tronomers are now tracking comets 
and asteroids at the rate of one or 
two a month, Morrison said. 

Although there is a slim chance 
that a giant asteroid could strike the 
planet at any moment, Morrison 
says that with proper tracking tech¬ 
niques, astronomers could spot a 
catastrophic one decades before it 
would hit the Earth. 

Spotting it, however, is only half 
the battle. The next step would be to 
go out and meet the meteor, deflect¬ 
ing it from its collision course with 
the planet. 

"The simplest way, we think, to 
give it a shove is to set off a nuclear 
bomb next to it,” Morrison said, 
explaining that changing the aster¬ 
oid’s speed by even 1 centimeter a 
second could avert catastrophe. 

The resources needed to spot the 
deadly asteroids may begin at $72 
million, but the technology to stop 
them may indeed be out of this 
world. Before sending a bomb or two 
beyond the Earth’s atmosphere, as¬ 
tronomers would need to send space¬ 
craft to the asteroid to discover what 
it’s made of and to study its exact 


position and speed. Asteroids can be 
made of metal or rock, and comets 
are usually made of ice, all of which 
would react differently to a nuclear 
blast. 

If the telescopes could enable as¬ 
tronomers to see the deadly meteors 
years before hitting the Earth, scien¬ 
tists would have time to develop the 
technology to stop them, Morrison 
said. 

"I’m not pretending that it’s easy, 
but if you allow several decades, 
there’s no doubt in my mind that we 
could do it,” Morrison said. The 
project that the 23-astronomer team 
will propose before Congress this 
year, however, focuses only on spot¬ 
ting the problems, not stopping 
them, he said. 

An asteroid a mile in diameter 
would hit the Earth at about 15 miles 
a second, producing an explosion 
akin to a million megatons of TNT. 
Dust and particles produced by the 
blast would block about 90 percent of 
the sun’s rays and lower the planet’s 
average temperature by 10 to 20 
degrees for several months, "until 
the dust settles,” Morrison said. 

Scientists say all the world’s crops 
would be destroyed for an entire 
year, causing half the population to 
die of starvation.

Dreams or alien contacts? 

By Clas Svahn 

For more than six years Ante Jonsson, 47, resident of the small town of Tingsryd in the Swedish county 
of Smaland, has had contacts with aliens from another world. Ante Jonsson has produced hundreds of 
pages filled with notes from alleged travels to other planets, enigmatic prophecies, warnings and an 
innocent love affair. 

Starting out as a rather ordinary observation of an UFO at 1 a.m. on February 3, 1984, the encounter 
soon developed into something that was to change Ante Jonsson’s life completely. This encounter will 
be described, in detail, later in this article. 

To make a brief summary of this highly complicated case creates some problems. Especially since the 
contacts continue even as I write this article. Ante, himself, is not sure of what is going on around and 
inside of him. It could be dreams, he says, but doubts his own conclusion. 

Although AFU is only at the beginning of investigating this case, there can be no question that 
something real triggers the events, i.e., journeys to other "planets" and some kind of altered states 
communication, which have followed on the first encounter. 

The main question, however, must be to find out if Ante Jonsson’s contacts and travels to distant 
places are to be considered as "real" in a nuts-and-bolts-sense or if it should be viewed as a part of 
some highly complex inner trauma. 

Several articles have been published on the case in Swedish newspapers, local radio stations have 
interviewed him, and in 1989 Ante published a book about his experiences in cooperation with a retired 
teacher from Sundsvall, Sune Hjorth. The book (published in Swedish only) was Hjorth’s first 
involvement with the UFO problem. In spite of all this publicity, the encounters are as mysterious and 
unexplained as they were in 1984. 

What makes this case complicated is not only the recurrent "dreams", where Ante is able to meet his 
woman contact "Jenny", and to travel to other places in the universe. Even the very first, and most 
concrete encounter, seems to be as hard to grip as any "dream". 

To label Ante Jonssons experiences "dreams" is not really fair. A dream is something everyone can 
look forward to having in bed and in the night, but Ante experiences his "dreams" outside of his home. 





He can feel when a new contact is coming up, several days ahead, and when the time has come he 
usually drives his car to a nearby lake where the contact is made. 

There seems, however, to be circumstantial evidence that he is going through some kind of altered 
state, entering a "dreamland" or another dimension, where his contacts can be made. 

THE INITIAL EXPERIENCE 

With the help of Antes own account of his experiences, a written police report, and a case record from 
the hospital in Vaxjo, AFU can now give a concise picture of what really happened on the night of the 3 
February 1984. The night when everything started. 

This night Ante Jonsson was driving south on Road 30 from Ingelstad to his home in Tingsryd. It was 
snowing and the road was slippery. Ante slowed his car down as he approached an area where he 
knew there could be moose. Soon he caught a glimpse of a small figure by the left side of the road. 
Further out on a meadow he could see a huge, black object hovering in the air. Astonished and curious, 
Ante stopped the car to watch for the small figure, but couldn’t see him. 
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My first thought was to go and get my camera, which I kept at home, and return to take a picture of the 
craft out in the field, Ante told AFU researchers during an interview in March 1990. I stepped on the 
accelerator and headed home. 

When Ante returned to the site the time was around 1:30a.m. The craft, which had looked like "a flying 
submarine”, was gone so Ante decided to drive another kilometer and then turn at a roadcrossing. 

Reaching the crossing he suddenly spotted the object again. It was now blocking the road. He brakes 
to avoid a collision with the black craft but the car skids and stops with the headlights on the 
mysterious craft. In an attempt to flee, the car got stuck in the snow on the roadside. 



STRUGGLE WITH CREATURES 


When I opened the door and tried to get out I 
was caught by a creature that grabbed my arm 
and nearly lifted me out of the car. I screamed 
as much as I could. 

Ante managed to strike himself free and 
started to run, but was soon caught once again. 
This time his struggle was to no avail and he 
lost consciousness. Before fainting he caught a 
glimpse of his body being dragged towards the 
craft. He could also spot a truck passing by. 

As I woke up I found myself sitting in the car 
again; cold, wet and with a stinging feeling in 
my hands. I also have a brief memory of talking 
to someone, whom I later found out was a 
police officer. After that, all I remember is 
waking up at the hospital in Vaxjo. 
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The policeman, which Ante referred to, was called to the scene in the company of a colleague, after a 
mysterious phone call had been received at the police station. The call was from a man calling himself 
"Bengt Johansson from Kristianstad". This "Bengt Johansson" stated, according to the filed police 
report, that he had seen a car with its lights turned off standing on the road and, quoting the text, "with 
a black object hovering over it". 

"Bengt Johansson" was driving southwards from Vaxjo, heading for Tingsryd, when he spotted the car 
and the object. According to the report "Johansson" got scared and headed back north until he found a 
phone booth from where he made his call. 

But the police patrol from Vaxjo never found "Bengt Johansson" and in spite of a quite thorough 
search neither has AFU researchers. This implies that the name is fake. But who did the call? Was it 
the truck driver that Ante remembers passing by? Or was it somebody else? 

FINGERS BENT LIKE CLAWS 

Whoever it was, the scene had changed as the two policemen arrived at Ante’s car. The object had 
vanished. In the car Ante was sitting, frightened and confused. He was trembling and the policemen 
couldn’t get in contact with him. 

The report also states that "the muscles in his arms and hands were very tense and the fingers bent like 
claws". The policemen decided to take Ante to the Vaxjo medical clinic where they arrived ten minutes 
to three in the morning. 

At the hospital, the doctor promptly concluded that Ante suffered from a severe shock, 
hyperventilated and had a staring look. The doctor also noticed, as the policemen had, that ante’s 
fingers were bent in cramp. He gave Ante an injection of valium, a sedative and tried to make contact 
with the patient. 

Ante had great difficulties to communicate and spoke only briefly to the doctor. In response to the 
question if he had experienced something terrible Ante answered with a short "yes." 

When the doctor considered Ante fit for moving, he was transferred by ambulance to the psychiatric 
ward at Sankt Sigfrid’s hospital in Vaxjo where he had to remain for a couple of days - a stay which Ante 
describes as one long scene from the movie "Flying over the cuckoo’s nest". 

This far the vital parts of Antes story can be validated with documents from the police and the hospital. 
It is without question that Ante Jonsson has been exposed to something very frightening near the road 
where he was found. To simulate the medical signs, the cramps and the shock, both acknowledged by 
the police and doctor, would be nearly impossible. The cramps imply that Ante held on to something 
very hard, most probably the steering wheel. 

But the main question remains unsolved: what did Ante Jonsson encounter on the road in the middle 
of the night seven years ago? And what made him so afraid? 

ABDUCTION STORY 

Ante himself asserts that he was abducted and taken on board the large craft by some aliens. This 
information was given to him in the summer of 1986, two and a half years after the scary meeting. 

In a conversation with Jenny (his contact and "supervisor" from another world), minutely recorded by 
Ante, he was told how he was in such a deep shock that he was carried aboard the submarine-like 
vehicle. For a moment the aliens feared he was going to die since his heart nearly stopped. 

To save his life, Jenny told him, he was placed inside some sort of pressure chamber with bands 
covering his waist and breast. The rescue operation was successful and Ante released. 

According to Jenny the crew took some samples of Ante’s hair to "measure his total lifespan"; previous 
reincarnations included. They also took a sample from his skin to determine his physical and mental 
condition. When all this was completed Ante was released and taken back to his car, since another 
driver nearly discovered them. 



So far this is Ante’s own account of what happened aboard the craft. But this was only the beginning 
of a series of strange encounters, meetings and travels that were to change the life of Ante Jonsson 
completely. This we shall look further into, later on. 

ENIGMATIC INFORMATION 

Strangely enough, it is not only the travels and "dreams" that are hard to comprehend and explain. 
Even the very first, and most tangible, parts of the story such as the actions reported by the police on 
the night of February 3, cause problems for a researcher. 

For some unknown reason the two policemen altered their story as time went by. They state that they 
found a lens case outside the car (Ante says that he never owned such a case), and that they locked up 
the car as they left the site to bring Ante to the hospital (Ante says that the car was impossible to lock 
due to a malfunction). Why these details, insignificant as they seem are distorted, is hard to 
understand. 

Interest from the police did not stop with this first intervention. The same day as Ante Jonsson was 
able to leave the hospital of Sankt Sigfrid he was approached by the Criminal Investigation Department 
of the police in Vaxjo. For over an hour he was interrogated on the scene, and every detail was 
measured and drawn by the police. 

Since the observation occurred near a sensitive military installation this interest is understandable, 
this may also explain why the police removed the film from Ante’s camera and kept it for a long while. 

Thus far, everything indicates that Ante has experienced something real and frightening. But what did 
he really see? 


New Contacts 

A couple of weeks after the first encounter Ante "feels" a voice calling upon him, trying to make 
contact. He keeps this feeling to himself. It isn’t until the night of the March 6, 1984, that he gets to 
meet with the aliens again. Ante writes; 

"This night I was awakened by somebody touching my shoulder and I got up from my bed. There was 
nobody in the room except for my sleeping wife. I felt that somebody was calling me and went to the 
kitchen, now fully dressed, and later out into the street. There I see a man in a long, black coat. I start 
to walk towards him. He disappears for a moment but soon I can see him again. My God, he has no 
feet! He floats down the street and as I follow him I can see a very pale and long face looking at me." 

After a short walk Ante finds himself at a nearby meadow where a black craft is hovering. The pale 
man is standing in front of it and then he disappears. Ante can see the craft moving towards him until it 
is right above him. 

"It hovers for a while and then something incredible takes place. I feel myself floating in the air but I 
can’t feel any sensations. A moment later I am back in the garden outside my house. 

FIRST UFO RIDE? 

His next meeting was not until nearly two months later, on April 26,1984. On this occasion he is taken 
on board. 

"I find myself in a room that looks like a big crystal ball. I can feel someone else in the room but as I 
look around there is no one to be seen. Outside the crystal I can see the ground far below." 

Ante finds a bench on which he sits down. The bench is soft and feels like he’s sitting in a bathtub. 
After two hours the black figure from the previous meeting emerges. Ante estimates his length to 160 
centimeters, of normal physical structure but with long arms, his hair growing all over his face. Ante 
can see no ears no chin. Two black eyes, a flat "nose" and thick, prominent lips makes up the face. 



This "man" gives Ante some grayish looking 
fluid to drink and turns to a board on the wall 
where a test in Swedish, emerges. Ante gets to 
know that their conversation will be made by 
some kind of magnetic thoughts on the board. 

During this first trip, Ante is told the usual 
contactee messages that we are not alone in 
the universe, and that there are other solar 
systems with inhabitants of higher intelligence 
than ours. He is also warned of a coming 
catastrophe if we keep using atomic energy. 

CONTACTS WITH JENNY 

This time he didn’t meet Jenny, but later on Jenny will be his main contact. 

During his trips he has long conversations with Jenny. Subjects differ, from talking about everyday life 
to nuclear war - of which Ante is not only warned but also given a specific date of when it is going to 
start. A date he does not want to reveal. He is also taken to a planet devastated by a nuclear 
holocaust. 

He swims, eats and mingles with Jenny’s friends in a way that is far away from the often technically 
complex American abduction scenarios, and seems more like a postcard from a trip to a foreign 
country. 

Since the first event Ante has written several hundred pages about his experiences. When asked 
where he thinks these travels have taken him he says that he is not sure, but thinks he has been outside 
our solar system. He has visited three or four different places but refuses to speculate where these may 
be situated. 

In his trips he has come to meet many different human-like creatures. One of which he refers to as "the 
half-ape", another is called the "fir-eater" and a third one which has a thin body and long arms. And 
then, of course, Jenny. 



LOVE AFFAIR 


It is Jenny everything focuses on. She is the cause of all the contacts. Jenny is beautiful, wise and 
easy to like. Sometimes it is hard for Ante to distinguish her from another girl, on earth, that he once 
fell in love with. A love affair Ante cannot forget. Jenny is, without any doubt^ the key to his "dream¬ 
world". 

The journeys with Jenny to other worlds are 
filled with questions. But the answers are often 
evasive and unclear. During their many 
conversations he feels that Jenny is avoiding 
answers, and instead gives him her views and 
her thoughts. This fact disturbs him. 

Nevertheless he experiences their 
conversations as meaningful and very 
important. 

Jenny is as "real" as any living person - at least 
to Ante. He finds her attractive and strong. 

When we discuss his experiences and journeys to other worlds Ante hesitates. He states that he does 
not know how real his experiences are. Of course, they are real to himself but he cannot say for certain 
if they are real in a more objective sense. There is no definite way to distinguish them from dreams. 

• It can all be a dream. I can’t stop thinking that, says Ante. Neither can I stop knowing that it all 
happens in the real world. Sometimes I don’t know what to think. 




















SECRET TO HIS FAMILY 



CS: In what way has your family reacted to all 
this? 

AJ: I tried not to tell them and kept it a secret 
as long as I could. But eventually they 
learned about it. After finishing the 
book "Fantastic Journeys with UFO 
Visits to Other Civilizations", 1989) I 
had to tell them.. My wife really don’t 
want to know that much and there are 
many things I haven't told her. We don’t 
talk that much about it. 

CS: Her situation must be rather odd, living with someone who lives this kind of double life. 

AJ: Yes. I have thought about how I would have reacted if the same thing was happening to her. I 
would have considered her nuts! That I would have told her. But she takes it all right, which 
surprises me very much even though her initial reaction was that I was going crazy. She never 
said that out loud. No, she just told me that maybe it all was a vivid form of dream. 

CS: And that was your own opinion for a while...? 

AJ: Yes - and it still is. I mean, I am not really sure what is happening to me. Maybe it is a dream, 
maybe not. But I think not. 

CS: Talking to you in 1986 you called everything "dreams". 

AJ: Some of these things I experience I still consider dreams. But I’d rather keep it all an open 

question. I really don’t know what is going on. You know, when this thing happens nothing else 
exists around me. It is a mixed feeling between reality and something else. 


ADVANCED WARNING 


CS: Your perception of the world around you changes? 

AJ: Yes, in some way. And this can happen anytime, day or night. But most of the time it happens at 
dusk. 

CS: Can you describe your reaction when you are being contacted? 

AJ: I feel restless and all my body gets a creeping sensation. I can’t find the words to explain it. 

Something starts to move inside of me. In my body and in my head. And when this is happening 
I know that something is going on. One to three days later I have a contact. 

CS: Does this creeping sensation stay until you get the contact? 

AJ: No, it passes away. I only feel it for a day or so. Then, suddenly, after another day without the 
feeling, it all happens. There is no such feeling during the contact, nor afterwards. 

CS: Does this change of reality hit you gradually or is it an immediate sensation? 

AJ: It comes very quickly, often when I am looking at the TV. It always begins between my toes and 
moves upwards, as if somebody was stroking your leg gently with a hand. When this feeling 
reaches my breast I really know that something is going to happen. But it always begins 
between the toes. It sounds strange but this is true. 

In this way Ante is always warned in advance that a contact is going to be made. When he feels that 

the right time has come he tells his family that he is going for a ride in the car, but never reveals his true 

destination: a lake ten miles to the north. At this lake most of the contacts have been made. 


TIME DISTURBANCES 

Reaching this lake he sits by the shore, waiting. A couple of hundred meters behind him cars pass by 
on the busy road between Tingsryd and Vaxjo (the same road where he made his first contact). No one 
seems to pay any attention to the egg-shaped craft hanging over the lake. Except for Ante himself. 





The craft, hovering in front of Ante, descends and Ante is taken on board. After a short trip they return 
to the lake but this time everything has changed. On one occasion Ante told me that it was as if he had 
been taken back in time. The road and the busy cars were gone, the fields and trees looked different. 
On another occasion he left a winter landscape for a hot summer’s day. But never has he travelled to 
the future. 

The first year or so, he was taken to other places as well. Places far away, at least Ante thinks so, 
maybe to other planets as we have seen before. Inside the ship he has met other human beings, from 
other countries, all travelling to distant locations by their own free will. 

Today Ante keeps three different files on what is happening to him. Hundreds of pages are filled with 
his notes. I have only read a part of them since he chooses to keep most of it hidden in a safe-deposit 
box at a bank. 

The first file concerns his journeys and conversations with Jenny. The second is information on 
previous lives, revealed to him through automatic writing. And the third is all about himself, memories 
from his life as a teenager. And these memories are often very bright, sometimes painful. 

THERAPY 

When I asked Ante about his feelings when writing about his youth it is clear that this is very important 
to him. There are memories that he would rather not tell about. Writing them down is a relief to him, 
some kind of therapy and he describes the information he gets as ’’memories emerging from within, 
surfacing for him to write down". 

CS: Do you feel that this is some sort of therapy given to you by Jenny? 

AJ: Yes, it seems so. Here I am confronted with things I haven’t been aware of for a long time. 

Can it be that this is what it’s all about? That this therapy is the climax and purpose of the whole 
experience? Maybe all that has transpired is a mere framework leading to Ante’s inner self, giving him a 
chance to deal with his traumas and hidden memories? This is not an easy question. 

As with any other contact story, Ante’s has two faces. Some of them much more tangible than 
some obscure memories from days past. 


ARTIFACTS 

During one of our conversations Ante showed me a stone that he once found in his pocket after one of 
the trips from the lake. It wasn’t big and not very unusual. When I held it in my hand it felt smooth and 
nice to touch. An ordinary stone as far as I could tell. 

Ante says it resembles the stones he had seen on the shore during one trip to the "summer lake". He 
an Jenny had been taking a swim and afterwards they had been sitting on some stones by the side of 
the lake. 

Maybe Jenny put it in his pocket, maybe it just fell in there - or maybe it is just an ordinary stone from 
this world. As always Ante hesitates and draws no simple conclusions. 

The stone has never been analyzed and I doubt that such an inspection would shed any light on its 
origin. Artifacts from UFO encounters tends to be no better proof than the witnesses own stories. 

A grayish, milk-like, drink was given him on yet another occasion. This time he found a plastic looking 
bottle standing near his home. The bottle contained the same substance. He was supposed to drink it 
for a couple of days, preparing, as he had been told, for another, longer journey. It seems that the drink 
was important for Antes body before making this longer trip. The bottle was later destroyed by Ante 
and thrown away. 


UNDERWATER BASE 

Ante states that he has visited an underwater base where he saw huge doors in a cliff. The doors were 
numbered with ordinary Arabian numbers but the numbers had small hooks making them look like me 
astrology signs. Never has he reported seeing any unusual writings that he has not been able to read. 




There have been some signs on board the ships, however, which he has 
not been able to decipher. One of them, frequently used on some 
boxes, looks like the sign of Pisces but with its two arches intersected. 

It sounds strange but it is true, states Ante. 

NEW YORK EPISODE 

One evening, the 20th of October 1986, he is taken to a big city where he later meets a girl and eats a 
meal with her. The "contact" began as a colored cloud suddenly filled the room where Ante was resting 
on a bed. For a short while everything turned black. Seconds later he found himself sitting on a bench 
in a park. Around him big houses point to the sky and he presumes that this must be New York 

There is no room for discussing this mysterious event in detail here but one interesting thing must be 
noted. Returning home again (Ante found himself standing on the lawn outside his house at 04.16 in 
the morning, seven hours after the cloud came into the room), he receives a postcard from New York, 
addressed to "Ante Johansson", postmarked 20th October 1986. The message on the postcard is 
impossible to read. The meaning behind the postcard is obscure, to say the least. 

The New York episode is but another strange coincidence of which this case is filled. 

HIDDEN YOUTH TRAUMA 

One of the most recent episodes happened inside Antes home when he was looking at a video 
recording earlier this year: 

I was looking at this old black and white film when suddenly I got the feeling of being someplace I 
couldn’t recognise, says Ante. The TV set looked completely different. I got worried and started to 
walk down the stairs to the kitchen. On my way down I passed by a mirror and caught a glimpse of 
myself. 

What I saw scared me, There I was, looking at myself precisely as I looked like when I was 15! My 
clothes looked different and I was young again. I went to the kitchen, which I didn’t recognise, and had 
some water. 

As Ante "woke up" he realized that what he had seen was himself not only being young again, but also 
in his old house where he had grown up. The TV set and the kitchen all looked like the things he 
remembered from 30 years ago. 

And this is only one of many examples of connections to Ante’s boyhood. The notes he makes all deal 
with his being 15, 16 or 17 years old. Here a trauma, not yet unearthed, may be hidden. 

As many other contactees Ante’s experiences are only for himself. There are no witnesses. I know of 
one occasion when Ante brought two friends with him to the lake after getting the "feeling" in his body. 
This time nothing happened. 

Our research into the case continues. This summary above is only a small part of the story thus far. In 
our investigation we must be very cautious and open minded. Many of its aspects are still hidden in a 
safe deposit box by Ante himself. Some other materials are not yet to be published. Until we have seen 
all the material I will postpone any conclusive judgement.

Alvina Scott is a soft spoken and very modest lady in her thirties who 
resides in the coastal city of Vancouver.To the best of her conscious recollect¬ 
ion she had a series of direct encounters with aliens beginning in 1985.During 
that year,Alvina was living on the outskirts of the city in a populated area 
only a few hundred feet from a hydroelectric power substation on the ground 
floor of a three level apartment building.A small craft landed in the back alley 
near her window two hours before sunrise.Mass autosuggestion was apparently 
used on drivers in the area not to park their cars close by,and was used to 
keep others in a sleep holding pattern so they would not wake up.As she was 
taken out of the window,Alvina was told that she was being placed into a black 
limosene.However this automobile "took up two parking spaces and made a whoos- 
ing sound". 

Alvina had a kidney problem at that time.The pain was $o bad and the organ 
was in such poor shape that her own doctor wanted to remove it.The aliens re¬ 
moved eggs from Alvina telling her that they merely wished to examine them.At a 
later date she discovered this was not entirely accurate."They" also performed 
an operation on her kidney cutting between the cells and leaving no scars.An 
implant was left inside to ease the pain,which later showed in ultrasound to the 
astonishment of the medical technician.lt later flushed out through the urinary 
tract and wsa lost in the toilet.She wsa led to believe that the visitors were 
human looking but later discovered they were the so called "GREYS" (large bald 
craniums,short,large wrap around eyes) who were projecting a telepathic illus¬ 
ion.She was able to recall the events consciously without hypnosis as a result 
of a traumatic miscarriage. 

On the craft Alvina was shown full adult bodies which were grown from a fetal 
state in four days,floating in tanks.She was told that they were cloned from the 
occupants for doner compatibility and used for organ transplants.They contained 
no essence or spirit.Alvina did not feel comfortable with this information.She 
was told that the visitors were able to prolong their lives this way.During her 
first encounter she had a discussion with a female who did not understand why 
we "spill or waste seed and why we polluted our atmosphere".In the second en¬ 
counter which took place during my investigation,there were other abducted 
Earth humans both male and female having their eggs and sperm removed.This took 
place in a much larger vessel in space. 

The abductee was shown the products of conception at a time between the two 
encounters,three children in all.One was human with "a badly mishapen mouth", 
and the other two appear to have been cloned GREY twins who asked her to teach

“The sets can then be 
turned off until the ema¬ 
nations drop to a safe lev¬ 
el,” Boroski says.

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T ,...v.v,. ,,.|s| ° p eQ p| e w y 10 j ma gj ne the Pyra¬ 
mid Age ended four thousand 
1 years ago in Pharaonic Egypt, 
the modem pyramid of northern 
Illinois should come as a shock. Unques¬ 
tionably the most unusual structure in 
the Midwest, the Golden Pyramid is the 
creation of James Onan, a local building 
contractor with a life-long dream. His 
pyramid stands at the eastern end of a 
rectangular estate entered from Diley 
Road, in Wadsworth, a small town of 
prairies and woods forty miles north of 
Chicago. 

Visitors arrive between two high 
Egyptian-style pillars flanked on either 
side by a pair of sphinxes and twin up¬ 
right sarcophagi. A seven-foot-high wall 
decorated with hieroglyphic characters 
completely encloses the whole twenty- 
one acre complex. At the center of the 
complex towers the forty-foot-tall colos¬ 
sus of a pharaoh manufactured by the 
Walt Disney Studios in Hollywood, Cali¬ 
fornia. From this statue a paved proces¬ 
sional walk-way proceeds for some four 
hundred feet between sixty full-size 
sphinxes arranged in two rows. The 
sphinx-lined walkway leads to the Gold¬ 
en Pyramid, which is situated on an is¬ 
land in the middle of a lagoon. An illu¬ 
minated bridge crosses over the 
deceptively calm waters (stocked with 
live sharks!) to the island. Nearby there 
is a low, grey pyramid with a triple apex 


used as a garage and storage room. 

The main pyramid is thirty feet high 
and thirty feet across at its base. Its en¬ 
tire exterior is sheeted with a coating of 
real gold. In bright sunshine the struc¬ 
ture is a dazzling apparition, even at 
some distance. Up close, it has an almost 
overpowering effect. 

This untypical structure is actually the 
private home of the Onan family. The 
spacious interior contains sleeping quar¬ 
ters, a living room, a kitchen and a bath, 
like any other house, although decorated 
throughout in Egyptian motifs, including 
costly reproductions. 

Leaving the island over the same 
bridge, the visitor returns through the 
boulevard of sphinxes back to the Disney 
titan. To the left is a recreation of King 
Tutankhamun’s tomb containing a su¬ 
perb reproduction of the Pharaoh’s sar¬ 
cophagus and shrine—all in real gold and 
exquisitely crafted to order. The burial 
chamber contains numerous other treas¬ 
ures—including statues, furniture, color¬ 
ful wall paintings representing Tutank- 
hamun’s “rites of rebirth,” and royal 
grave goods—all faithfully reproduced in 
meticulous detail. 

Behind the king’s new tomb stands the 
gift shop supervised by Mr. Onan’s wife, 
Linda, and her assistant, Marge May, 
whose knowledge of pharaonic antiquities 
is surpassed only by her passion for all 
things Egyptian. During tours of the ~ 


amid House, she appears resplendent in the 
shimmering golden gown and jewels of the 
legendary Nefertiri. 

As though this supremely unusual place 
were not weird enough in itself, there are 
aspects of it that are even stranger than its 
builder suspected. For example, after the 
foundations of the Golden Pyramid House 
were laid about fifteen years ago and work 
was proceeding rapidly, a natural spring 
suddenly and quite unexpectedly began 
gushing up at the very center of the struc¬ 
ture. As an experienced and highly success¬ 
ful builder, James Onan knew where to 
avoid subterranean streams. Yet, against 
all logic, the waters appeared where none 
were anticipated—literally out of nowhere. 
But they did not interfere with construction, 
and the house was built around the spring, 
where it bubbles today, at the very center of 
the Golden Pyramid. Water from the spring 
is sold in little plastic bottles at the gift 
shop and some claim that it has curative 
and clairvoyant qualities. Natural springs, 
of course, were often associated with holy 
places, “sacred centers,” in the Ancient 
World, particularly in Egypt, where the Osi- 
reion was an underground temple surround¬ 
ed by a pool of water. It was in this hypo- 
geum, or subterranean shrine, where the 
Mysteries of Osiris, the man-god of rebirth, 
were celebrated. His Mysteries were said to 
bestow the secrets of eternal life and grant 
deep spiritual wisdom to mortals. 

Legend, too, recounts that Khufu’s Great 
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Pyramid of Giza was originally built 
over a sacred spring. Even the lagoon 
surrounding the Illinois Pyramid has 
its inexplicable occurrences. Before 
Mr. Onan stocked it with sharks, he 
let loose several manta rays, the so- 
called “Devil Fish.” But originally the 
lagoon was uninhabited by any living 
creatures. Then, in the summer of 
1987, large jellyfish suddenly ap¬ 
peared in its waters, literally over¬ 
night. They filled the lagoon with 
their numbers well into autumn and 
returned the following year, but 
failed to put in an appearance this 
summer. Over the two years of their 
occupation of the lagoon they were 
seen by many hundreds of people, 
and several specimens were retrieved 
for study and identification. Amazing¬ 
ly, the Golden Pyramid jellyfish were 
not the Craspedacusta sowerbyi com¬ 
mon in the fresh waters of the North¬ 
ern Hemisphere, but an outsized spe¬ 
cies of Lucernaria, 
inhabitants of the salt 
waters of the North At¬ 
lantic Ocean! 

Lucernaria are rarely 
if ever found so far in¬ 
land, and their chances 
of survival are limited 
to only a very few short 
days, at most. Yet, the 
Golden Pyramid jelly¬ 


fish endured for two consecutive sum¬ 
mers. Marine biologists at Chicago’s fa¬ 
mous Shedd Aquarium were at first in¬ 
credulous, then astounded by the 
discovery. Regaining their scholarly 
composure, they dismissed the Pyra¬ 
mid jelly fish as the result of bird- 
droppings, refusing to admit any ma¬ 
rine phenomena existed beyond their 
understanding. 

Unknown to James Onan at the time 
he undertook construction, another an¬ 
cient, authentic pyramid lay in a field 
just south of Route 132, not five miles 
southwest of his Golden Pyramid. The 
twenty-foot-high structure is an earth¬ 
en burial mound, the only one of its 
kind in northern Illinois, perhaps dat¬ 
ing back to the Early Mississippian Pe¬ 
riod, a little more than a thousand 
years ago. 

The Golden Pyramid is an amazing 
attraction and is well worth a visit for 
anyone interested in strange spots. 




GODDESS SITES: EUROPE

Rufus and Lawson are responsible for truly amaz¬ 
ing travel guides. Having .authored Europe Off the 
Wall and America Off the Wall, they have now fol¬ 
lowed up with Goddess Sites: Europe, a tome which 
will delight those who wish to, as the subtitle puts it, 
Discover Places Where the Goddess Has Been Cel¬ 
ebrated and Worshipped Throughout Time. 

Organized by country, each entry descrbes a sa¬ 
cred site and its religious history, gives directions 
and particulars of admission, and tells of the contin¬ 
ued thrall of each Goddess—despite opposition. 

Whether one seeks Isis, Venus, Diana, Maeve, 
Cybele, Hera, Athena, Minerva or the Virgin Mary, 
this travel guide will help one locate the European or 
Mediterranean sites where she may be found. Many 
shrines to the latter are mere Christian adaptations 
of the Goddesses who previously held sway. The au¬ 
thors describe the process, when writing about Char¬ 
tres in France: “Don't you realize, they [the Christian 
evangelizers] cried out to the stubborn Gauls, that 
the statue you worship represents the Virgin Mary? 
You're Christians already and you don't even know 
it! Why, we'll build a new church on your holy shrine, 
put your statue in the church, and, heck we’ll even 
worship it ourselves!" And thus statues from before 
Mary’s time became “prefigurations of the Virgin." 

The book covers the major Goddess sites, such 
as Athena’s Acropolis in Greece, as well as the less¬ 
er-known ones, like the mound called Queen 
Maeve’s Place in Rathcroghan, Ireland. Some of 
them date to antiquity. 

Czechoslovakia was an early home to the God¬ 
dess. At Dolni Vestonice, a baked-clay Stone Age 
goddess was found by archeologists. As is typical of 
the period, it is depicted as very pregnant. Its replica 
remains at the museum there, but the original was 
removed to Prague. If one wants to see the Dolni 
Vestonice archeological dig, one can use the near¬ 
est city—Vienna, Austria—as a jumping off point. 

In Chester, England, one can meet one’s Neme¬ 
sis. The Romans who invaded Britain certainly did; 
there is a shrine to the goddess Nemesis inside an 
ancient military amphitheater where the bloodiest of 
games were once played. And now, even though an 
Ursaline convent covers the still-buried half of the 
place, the shrine—in reconstructed glory- 
commands attention. 

The churches of England often have unusual, 
rather pagan, decorations, of which the stone carv¬ 
ings of the sheela-na-gigs are probably the strang¬ 
est. Even though later ones were carved in a Chris¬ 
tian context, they are still blatantly sexual, 
representing a woman holding open enormous geni¬ 
tals. Examples can be found in Church Stretton, 
Holdgate, Kilpeck, Oxford and Tugford. 

Other fascinating entries describe the Black Ma¬ 
donnas of France; the bear Goddess of Berne, Swit¬ 
zerland; and the Sanctuary of Artemis of the Bears 
in Vravrona, Greece. Mythology and religion will be 
enlivened for those who follow the authors’ leads. 

The book is best if taken in small doses, because 
of stylistic repetition, but will prove useful for those 
seeking out the human religious legacy. 
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
